Probation Dept. Issues SOS

“I call it an explosion,” be­ 
moaned DuPage County Proba­ 
tion Officer John Hester man as 
he concluded his report on the 
record breaking number of pro­ 
bation cases during the last six 
months’ period from November 
through April. 


His case load was 607, a 20 
per cent increase from the pre­ 
vious six months when 494 cases 
were turned over to the proba­ 
tion department. The figures 
and charts of the growing prob­ 
lem were sent to Chief Circuit 
Court Judge Bert J. Rathje. 
Hesterman hopes that the 
smoke signals he has been send­ 
ing across the way from the 
leased quarters of the probation 
office east of the courthouse to 
the judge’s chambers in the 
courthouse will indicate “SOS” 
loud and clear. 
At the beginning of 1961, the 
department was handling a to­ 
tal of 196 cases. Hesterman said 
he needs three more probation 


officers and two more clerks. 
The budget is ample for add­ 
ed personnel but the problem 
is there is no room for them. 
Committees at the C o u n t y 
Board of Supervisors are prob­ 
ing this problem with hopes of 
providing the needed additional 
space. 
The r e p o r t sent to Judge 
Rathje by Hesterman also re­ 
veals that in addition to proba­ 
tioners, juveniles and adults, 
Hesterman’s staff has 320 de­ 
pendent children under its wing 
bringing the total number of 
cases currently at 927. 
The probationary' cases are 
broken down into general divi- 
sion-adults, 157; juvenile divi­ 
sion, 155 on official probation 
and 164 on unofficial probation; 
and 131, in the magistrate divi­ 
sion. 


“THIS IS AN increase of one- 
fifth of our case load in six 
months. I believe our popula­ 
tion increase is estimated at 3 
per cent,” Hesterman said with 
frustration seeping through his 


usual control. 
To keep this number from 
continued spiralling, Hesterman 
cited what could be done as 
prevention measures, especially 
with the juveniles. 
“Parents hold the key. !*rac- 
t ic ally all the problems have 
their beginning in the home,” 
he said 
Assuming that some parents 
have failed and are now diffi­ 
cult to reach, the schools are 
next in line. Better education in 
g e n e r a l and professionally 
trained people who can and will 
detect behaviour problems at an 
early stage are needed, he said. 
Fewer probation

and more penal sentences in a 
“tightening up” of procedures 
are required according to Hes­ 
terman.

Is the county seat only at the 
site of the present courthouse? 
Is it only within the limits of 
the city in which the courthouse 
is located? The DuPage County 
Board (rf Supervisors is present­ 
ly awaiting an opinion from the 
attorney general as to what 
constitutes a county seat. 
These questions must be le­ 
gally resolved before plans to 
locate the new buildings on 
the fairgrounds and west of 
Wheaton can be seriously enact­ 
ed. 
However, the probation de­ 
partment and the county super­ 
intendent of schools are re­ 
questing that additional space 
be provided for them now, not 
in 1970. 
“Leasing now with an option 
to purchase may be the answer 
to our current space dilemma,” 
reported Frank Bellinger, chair­ 
man of the space planning com­ 


mittee. 
The committee has considered 
purchasing a privately owned 
building across from the County 
Jail at the southwest corner of 
Willow and Naperville in Whea­ 
ton. 
Also under consideration is the 
office building that currently 
houses the probation department 
on a rental basis. This is at 
the southeast corner of Naper­ 
ville and Liberty. 
A third possibility' is the lease 
of 7,000 square feet in the now 
abandoned Chicago Aurora and 
Elgin office building removed 
from the courthouse complex, 
but still in downtown Wheaton. 
It is located at West and Liberty 
Streets. 
The committee w i s h e d to 
avoid hasty decisions now and 
be sure that the plans we adopt 
will be long-lasting for future 
generations. The finance com­ 


mittee has the task of investi­ 
gating where the money is com­ 
ing from to finance this project. 
SPACE Utilization Analysts, a 
firm of specialists, have recom­ 
mended a building program that 
would include a six-story ad­ 
ministration building, four-story 
health center building and sev­ 
eral smaller buildings to house 
the proposed juvenile detention 
home, forest preserve district 
offices and others. 
Total cost over a 25 year pe­ 
riod is estimated to be under 
$14 million. Some supervisors 
consider this an ultra-conserva­ 
tive figure. 
Before serious planning can 
begin, the county board must 
decide whether DuPage will re­ 
main on its traditional pay-as- 
you-go s y s t e m or f i n a n c e 
through revenue bonds letting 
future generations pay for build­ 
ings they will be using. 


are charged with misdemean­

“A DEFENDANT cannot be 
placed on probation without first 
pleading guilty. In so doing he 
has taken the first step toward 
rehabilitation. We handle only 
misdemeanors 
in 
magistrate 
court but a sentence serves 
both as punishment for a mis­ 
demeanor and as an example to 
others,” said Chief Magistrate 
Judge James Fitzgerald. 
State’s Atty. William V. Hopf 
views probation as a chance to 
straighten out lives. 
He ex­ 
pressed satisfaction with the job 
currently being done by the 
county probation 
department 
and explained that the court’s 
decision in each case must be 
based on the individual charge 
and circumstances. 
Sometimes, he said, probation 
affords a better opportunity to 
control a defendant for t h r e e 
years while a prison sentence 
means he will be back on the 
streets without court control in 
a matter of months. 
“I doubt if we (the public) 
•re willing to spend the amount 
of money really needed to do a 
complete job in rehabilitation, 
if that’s what we want,” Hopf’s 
first assistant, Anthony Pecca­ 
ry Hi, observed. 
“For juveniles, the probation 
officer stands in the place of a 
parent and this calls for a lot 
more of these trained men than 
we now have,” he added. 
Sgt. Milton Rowe, who heads 
the Sheriff’s juvenile staff, is 
looking forward impatiently to 
the time when the county will 
provide the long-needed juve­ 
nile detention home recognizing 
that it would provide only “one 
cog in the wheel.” 
Rowe calls in addition, for the 
“joining of hands by the police 
with schools, churches and fam­ 
ilies” in the handling of juve­ 
niles, either preventive or cur­ 
ative. 
“The 
ticky-tacky, 
middle­ 
class parents must be reached,” 
said Juvenile Detective Richard 
Doria. 
“T h e hypocrisy of parents 
causes more juvenile problems 
than any other one factor,” he 
charged. 
Pleading along with Rowe and 
Juvenile Officer KendaU Myllie 
for the county to “get moving” 
with provision of detention facil­ 


ities, Doria said he had no ob­ 
jection to courts acting to solve 
social problems but they better 
provide the agencies and facili­ 
ties to handle them. 
“Putting them back on the 
streets only creates repeaters,” 
he emphasized. 
On the brighter side, only 2 
per cent of this county’s juve­ 
niles are represented on the 
case load list. 
“In spite of our difficulties 90 
per cent ‘make’ their probation 
— and that’s a miracle,” re­ 
ported Hesterman.

He said, “Mr. Frantz, 
I would like to set a time when 
I will be relieved of my posi­ 
tion. 
“I have worked for the vil­ 
lage for 4*4 years and I have 
enjoyed it aU. The most I can 
gather at this time is that if 
you are not on the ball team,

“Bob (Frantz) told me when 
we met on Saturday that I 
could not stay on. Rather than 
be a thorn in the flesh of the 
board, I am not quitting and I 
am not resigning, but would 
like to be fired.

Turner cut Frantz off by say­ 
ing, “The viHage doesn’t owe 
me anything — no roses, ba­ 
loney, blarney, nothing. I took 
over in an emergency 4 Vz years 
ago, and I have enjoyed every 
bit of it. I have been paid for 
my work. I do not feel picked 
on as our ex-mayor does by 
being rejected, not one bit.” 
During this sentence ex-Pres- 
ident William Florence snapped 
his fingers emphatically to get 
the floor, but Frantz refused to 
recognize him. 
Later in the meeting, ViUage 
Atty. Craig Larson pointed out 
to Frantz that Turner’s dismis­ 
sal could either come as a re­ 
sult of unilateral action by the 
president or by a vote of the 
board.

Lake Park Board Acts 
On Teacher Grievances 


The Lake Park High School 
Board of Education Monday 
acted to remove two outstand­ 
ing teacher grievances by ap- 
p r o v i n g a board-sponsored, 
term-life 
insurance 
program 
and alterations and additions 
to extra-duty contract provi­ 
sions. 
Both 
items 
were 
priority 
items the Lake Park Education 
Association’s (LPEA) executive 
board had submitted to the 
board 
for consideration 
last 
March. 
With Monday’s approval of 
the two items, the board had 
acted on most of the requests 
submitted by the LPEA. 
The changes in extra-duty 
contract provisions and the in­ 
surance program had originaUy 
been proposed to the board by 
LPEA representatives last Feb­ 
ruary as part of LPEA pro­ 
posals for changes in the dis­ 
trict’s salary policy. 


THE TERM-LIFE insurance 
program will cover aU certified 
personnel — mostly teachers— 
and be set up on a participatory 
group insurance program. 
At the recommendation of 
Supt. Carl Forrester, who com­ 
pared three insurance compa­ 
nies, the board approved a 
group policy with the Horace 
Mann Mutual Insurance Co. 
which offered the lowest rates. 
Under the program, the board 
w iU pay two-thirds and teachers 
one-third of the term insurance 
premiums, which come to 30 


cents per month per $1,000 of 
insurance. 
The amount of insurance to 
cover each teacher will be 
equivalent to the teacher’s an­ 
nual salary rounded off to the 
nearest $1,000. 
THE TOTAL cost of the pro­ 
gram to the district will be 
from $1,700 to $2,000 per year, 
Forrester said. 
The LPEA had originally ask­ 
ed that the board underwrite 
the total cost for a major medi­ 
cal and hospitalization policy 
along with a survivor benefits 
plan. 
Forrester said a hospitaliza­ 
tion plan would cost the district 
around $8,000 a year. 
Forrester explained it would 
cost the district about $8,000 
a year to underwrite even half 
the cost of a major hospitaliza­ 
tion policy. “We don’t have the 
money to do that,” he said. 
In his recommendation to the 
board, Forrester said LPEA 
representatives agree with him 
in feeling that board sponsor­ 
ship of a term-life insurance 
program would represent the 
wisest investment of the dis­ 
trict’s limited resources. 
IN PROPOSING changes in 
the provisions for extra-duty 
contracts, Forrester s a i d he 
was foUowing recommendations 
of the LPEA Welfare Commit­ 
tee. 
Extra-duty 
contracts 
reim­ 
burse teachers for such added 
responsibilities as coa c hi ng, 
counseling, department chair­ 


manships, band directing and 
supervising other major activi­ 
ties. 


The LPEA had asked that 
extra-duty contract provisions 
be extended to c o v e r some 
items not now included. 


In board action Monday, three 
duties covered in extra duty 
contracts were shifted to a reg­ 
ular assignment basis. 


They are haU patrol duty, 
bus supervision and cafeteria 
supervision. 


IN THE PROGRAM approved 
by the board, these jobs would 
become part of the regular aft­ 
er school responsibilities and 
divided among 15 teachers. 
Forrester said $1,350 would 
be saved by eliminating con­ 
tracts for these jobs.

Off the Register Record...by HEC 
Educating for Health 


H E C 


Health education in the public schools is assuming a larger 
place among the many activities of the DuPage County Health 
Department. This ever-growing program provides education for 
the parents too, and gives them a vital role in cooperation with 
the schools. In fact, without full cooperation in the home, health 
education in the schools couldn’t get very far. 
A state law provides that each school child shall receive 
three medical examinations by a physician of the parents' choice 
every 
five years beginning with the first day of school. 
On 
school entrance, the child’s name is entered on a card—his 
health record — and this will represent a true picture of his 
physical, mental and emotional condition with whatever changes 
for his entire public school career. 
A remedial education program is provided for the mentally 
retarded, physically handicapped, blind, and those with defects 
of speech, hearing and sight The State Health 
Department assists in these programs, and many 
private institutions as well who supply materials 
based on professional knowledge and tested 
teaching procedures. 
The Health Department’s 40 nurses 
supply 
the needed trained personnel for the schools that 
do not have their own trained nurses. 
Some 
schools in DuPage County are able to handle 
their full health program without outside aid. 
Receiving more emphasis these days is the 
proper care of the teeth. 
Dental examinations are being 
conducted and where defects show up recommendations for 
remedial work follow. 
As you can see, health is a major consideration in the 
child’s education and early teaching of good health habits and 
correction of defects is an important part of DuPage school 
programs. Again, the home can determine the success or 
failure of these projects. 
Something, too, ought to be said for the many private 
organizations and institutions which are doing yeoman service 
in the direction of better health among the school children of 
DuPage County. The Milk Foundation of Chicago supplies ex­ 
cellent materials on the value of good nutrition and the House 
of Vision supplies schools with pamphlets pointing up the value 
of good vision and how to take care of the eyes. 
The DuPage Health Department will answer questions 
pertaining to health and will refer organizations to sources 
of valid information. 
Many institutions furnish pamphlets 
concerning nutrition and health matters for schools free of 
charge. 
These can be used as subject matter for class 
discussions or for PT A programs. 
The DuPage County School Health Council works closely 
with the superintendent of schools in tying in these various 
health activities with the school curriculums so that they func­ 
tion smoothly. The council is made up of school administrators, 
principals, teachers, nurses and PTA people. Monthly luncheons 
are held with attendance from 50 to IOO. 
At these meetings 
problems that crop up along the way are threshed out and 
policy recommendations are made. 
Ever since Freud opened the Pandora Box of the Uncon­

The name of this brave 
new enterprise for this “brave new world” is Sex Educa­ 
tion Conferences for Parents of growing children. 
4 There is a great groundswell of 
interest in 
this Field 
today,” says John Pendergast. “The sex conferences will con­ 
sist of six weekly meetings, an hour and a half long. To give 
you an idea of how great an interest parents attach to this 
subject, I’ll just say we’re booked up almost through 1968.” 
“You see,” he says, ‘‘this sex information has been taboo, 
swept under the rug. We’re now bringing it out into the open 
and giving it an honest examination. We believe if you face a 
problem honestly and intelligently you don’t have to be afraid. 
We’re going to substitute true knowledge for false ideas.” 
The aim of these conferences is to assist parents to gain 
the knowledge and emotional strength required to discuss the 
purpose of sex life with their children. This type of sex educa­ 
tion is deemed superior to that picked up on a street corner or 
from some low grade source. It takes the “hush-hush 
out of 
sex. 
A psychologist, a physician and clergyman will be the 
speakers at these conferences. The clergyman will represent 
various faiths. Question and answer periods will be part of 
the discussions. 
Leaders in law, church, medicine, education all agree the 
time has come to end embarrassment about sex and give the 
growing young people an opportunity to know its true meaning. 
The starting place is the home, it is believed, and with expert 
guidance these conferences can lead the Wray.

THE FIRST county-wide test­ 
ing program of DuPage county 
schools since 1948 was initiated 
by the sanatorium b o a r d in 
Aug., 1964. It included students 
at the ninth grade level. 
In 1965-66 it was broadened to 
include the first, fifth and 12th j 
grades, as well as the ninth, in 
the county’s 225 schools. 
The Illinois State Medical So­ 
ciety singled out the county for 
an evaluation of the standard 
Mantoux (needle and syringe) 
and the jet injection (air pres­ 
sure without needle) methods of 
testing. 
Although one or the other 
method was used in testing the 
first and fifth grades, the dual 
method was used on the high 
school students. More than 27,000 
tests were administered during 
the two-year period. 
The number of positive reac­ 
tors was under two per cent, 
with no active cases of tubercu­ 
losis being discovered.

Two county officials who can hold their jobs without fear of 
challenge from me are Hopf and county board Chairman Paul 
Ronske. Both of these men have to face up to solemn response i 
bilbies at any and all times, but the going has been especially 
rough on them of late. 
Hopf and several of his assistants have been wrestling with 
the difficult problem of bringing suit against the three member 
tuberculosis board and the medical director they have employed. 
The minute the average Joe hears of a suit being filed 
he immediately associates it with hanky-panky or out and 
out dishonesty. Both Hopf and Ronske have been anxious 
to get the message across that such is definitely not the case 
in this instance. 
Lawyers are trained to revere the law. Hopf is not only a 
lawyer, but a representative of the state in upholding that law. 
If through over-sight, lack of proper guidance or just every-day I 
poor judgment the TB baord members have stepped into an 
illegal morass, it must be corrected. But that, of course, is for 
the courts to decide. 
* •

As for Ronske, his responsibilites have weighed doubly 
heavy of late. As chairman of the county board one of his 
prime responsibilities is the naming each year of committee 
chairmen to guide the county business. 
With only 17 chairmanships and 31 members (30 when you 
subtract Ronske himself,) to choose from, the task is one with a 
built-in guarantee of nearly 50 per cent dissatisfaction. 
And this time around some of the dissatisfaction came from 
even the chairmen themselves! 
But this was not generally so and most of the board appear 
to recognize that Ronske’s drastic changes committeewise were 
intended to bring a flow of fresh new ideas and methods to the 
workings of the county’s legislative body. 
Whatever may be said in support or criticism of the new 
assignments, Ronske had his reasons and his decisions were 
reached only after many weeks of shuffling and shifting and 
weighing all the pros and cons of those appointments 
For example, Fred Koebheman, Addison Township super­ 
visor, has been chairman of the very important finance com­ 
mittee for several years. Pressures on this committee have 
been building steadily while, at the same time. Koebbe’s 
responsibilities as supervisor are also mounting. 


He reportedly asked to be relieved and Ronske com-! 
plied. The choice of another township supervisor, Gerald Weeks 
of the even more heavily populated Milton Township raised a 
few eyebrows. “ Weeks is an attorney, too. Will he be able to 
expend as many hours to the job as it demands?” some asked. 
Ronske belives he will and the creation of a new committee, 
wages and benefits, has removed those duties from the finance 
committee. 
When the transportation committee appeared to be no longer 
necessary nor contributing constructively to the county benefit, 
Ronske erased it from the list and named a totally new com­ 
mittee to fill an urgent need. 


This one. municipalities and utilities, is expected to bridge 
whatever communication gaps remain between the cities and 
their county. Ronske placed Don Swan, an insurance agency 
owner, at the head then bolstered him with two women who are 
tops in their public relations know-how, and three other successful 


I business men. 
When Ronske and John Earl, chairman of the road 
committee, clashed over policies and performances once too 
often, Earl was replaced by Robert Raymond, who had not 
previously been on that committee. “ New blood,” Ronske 
calls this sort of maneuver. 
New or old, the blood is coursing through the county board 
veins at a quickening pace today. It has to. There’s a lot of 
catching up to do.

The Way We See It 


Youth Problem Is 
Parental Neglect 


Atty. Gen. William G. Cl?rk recent­ 
ly stated that teenagers could be kept 
under better control if several neglect­ 
ed state statutes were enforced: 


—A state curfew law 
requiring 
everyone under 18 to be off the streets 
by ll p.m. weekdays and by midnight 
on weekends; 


—A forgotten law making a driver’s 
license 
invalid 
for 
anyone 
under 
18 after curfew, subject to revocation 
if a youth is caught driving then; and 


—A law, also long ignored, permit­ 
ting a parent or guardian to void his 
required consent to the granting of a 
driver’s license to a boy or girl under 
21. Thus, a parent can take driving 
privileges away from an unruly teen­ 
ager by informing the secretary of 
state in writing that consent to the 
license is withdrawn. 


This third law provides parents with 
a potent disciplinary tool. Taking away 
an auto deprives a teenager of status 
in his group, and a threat to “ground” 
a youngster can be powerfully per­ 
suasive. 


These 
are 
excellent 
suggestions, 
particularly for suburban parents. Atty. 
Gen. Clark has reminded us basic 
responsibility for the teenager belongs 
with parents; a major factor in in­ 
creased juvenile problems is deteriora­ 
tion of home environment—disinterested 
parents, too much or too little super­ 
vision, lack of discipline and respect, 
general parental neglect. 


Too many suburban parents abdicate 
their basic responsibility for child- 
rearing by shifting the burden to the 
park district, school, vacation Bible 
school or church club, police, Little 
League, Scouts, 4-H, YMCA, and other 
“conveniences.” 


Incidents of teenage drinking, as­ 
sault, truancy, vandalism, larceny, dis­ 
orderly conduct, traffic offenses, 
or 
other law violations are frequently 
dismissed with an air of bored indul­ 
gence as only “teenage disturbances,” 
or else an accusing finger is aimed at 
teachers, juvenile officers, or 
youth 
workers with the question— “What are 
we paying taxes for if they can’t con­ 
trol kids?” 


In shifting responsibility for control­ 
ling their own children, these parents 
also shift blame for any failure.' 


Most northwest suburbs have made 
significant strides in meeting the need 
for adequate school programs and 
youth facilities with impressive in­ 
vestments in educational and recrea­ 
tional development. As necessary and 
desirable as these are, however, they 
only supplement—not supplant — the 
role of parents. They are not satis­ 
factory substitutes for parental train­ 
ing, guidance, and responsibility for 
a home environment in which there 
is mutual trust and respect, and 
where proper value standards and 
strong character can develop and 
mature. 


Atty. Gen. Clark’s suggestions re­ 
mind us that preachment is meaningless 
unless followed by practice. 


Regulation of young people’s move­ 
ments is primarily a responsibility of 
parents. 
When such responsibility is 
abdicated, it rightfully becomes soci­ 
ety's concern. 
While society cannot 
legislate people into being 
attentive 
parents, it can refuse to ignore or cover 
up for AWOL parents. It can and should 
punish criminal neglect. 


The remedy for teenage delinquency 
will prove to be the remedy for parental 
delinquency.

We welcome recent creation of the 
Suburban Prosecutors’ Assn. 


The organization, primarily for city 
and village prosecutors in the metro­ 
politan 
area, 
is 
designed 
to 
give 
prosecutors an association for exchange 
of information and for general upgrad­ 
ing of professionalism in the office of 
municipal prosecutor. About 75 gath­ 
ered together for the 
organization’s 
formal birthing. 
Organizers hope to 
eventually have 250 to 350 members in 
DuPage. Cook. Lake, McHenry 
and 
Will counties. 


Plans call for professional clinics 
and affiliation with the National District 
Attorney's Assn., whose resources thus 


may be tapped by local prosecutors. 
The increasing complexity of the pros­ 
ecutor’s job, in view' of recent Supreme 
Court decisions affecting arrest and 
trial, were among the factors leading 
to an interest in the organization, 
according to SPA’s first president. 
Wheeling Prosecutor Donald L. Nor­ 
man. 


Also a factor, he said, is a desire to 
raise the general public attitude toward 
justice in small suburban communities. 


An 
active, 
vigorous 
prosecutors’ 
organization should help accomplish 
these goals. It s such a good idea, we 
only wonder why it hasn’t been done 
before!

A Slap iii the ’ ace 


The Illinois Senate's executive com­ 
mittee has killed a bill to repeal an 
anti-communist oath enacted 12 years 
ago. That oath, a product of the so­ 
called McCarthy Era, would have been 
replaced by a direct pledge of loyalty 
to state and national governments. 


We feel it is unfortunate the commit­ 
tee has seen fit to kill this measure for 
the current legislative session. 
The 
measure was sponsored by Clyde L. 
Choate, (D-Anna), one of the cospon­ 
sors of the current oath and a Medal of 
Honor winner. Explaining his change 
of heart about the oath since 
1954, 
Choate says he has become “a wiser 
person.” 


Although an oath has no practical 
effect — Communists and others dedi­ 
cated to the overthrow of our system 
would not hesitate to lie — we feel the 
positive oath of loyalty is symbolic and 
would be a desirable act for state and 
local officeholders and employes. 


The present oath, on the other hand, 
is most undesirable, demanding that 
individuals of unquestioned patriotism 
deny communist affiliation. It is a slap 
in the face for the loyal citizen. 


We hope the Legislature will eventu­ 
ally approve this change, and the sooner 
the better.

home in the suburbs for ev­ 
eryone. Mutual aid — tea 
and sympathy for y o u r 
neighboring c o u n t r y and 
sometimes rice and sympa­ 
thy. 
War—eg., Lysistrata’s phil­ 
osophy in ancient Greek lit­ 
erature. Arms race—instead 
of all those guns, let’s make 
something we can sell at a 
bazaar. Aggression—we wom­ 
en are too assertive today 
anyway, let’s watch that. 
ANY T R I V I A L collisions 
that for men would heighten 
the 
pressure 
toward 
war 
would be handled in only one 
way to put down the offen­ 
sive: an effective catty re­ 
mark. 
For instance, you could 
imagine the grievous mis­ 
calculation Mrs. M o b u t u 
might make if she showed 
up for tea in an African 
dress. Well, everyone knows 
how popular the A f r i c a n 
look is. And everyone knows 
who has the curb on high 
fashion. 
“I see you’re wearing the 
African look, too.” Mrs. De- 
Gaulle, in her St. Laurent, 
could sniff. 
The whole world sits breath­ 
less, tea cups poised at lips, 
as the powerful leader looks 
down her big nose at her ri­ 
val. The psychological climate 
(rf the direct 
confrontation 
could truly lead to hot war, 
worse yet, hair pulling. 


“It’s 
an 
original,” 
Mrs. 
Mobutu could trump. 
THIS IS called reciprocal 
action by professional war 
makers. 
But I would not want any­ 
one to think our teas are 
merely to see what consumer 
goods are being produced in 
another country, although that 
is important.

Would Cuba like an old lux­ 
ury ocean liner so her people 
could go to Florida on vaca­ 
tion? 
We girls would not have 
“hot" lines into one another’s 
homes. We would have party 
lines. 


THEN IN an international 
crisis it would be much quick­ 
er and more communicative 
than going through diplomatic 
channels — muddling men.

I call Mrs. Ho 
and Mrs. Ky and arrange an 
immediate get-together. 
As I rush to board my 
plane, my male cabinet ad­ 
vises me, shaking their fists 
and 
shouting, 
“Kill 
’em. 
Run ’em back where they 
belong. Give these Commies 
an inch and they take a 
country.” 
Mrs. Ho, Mrs. Ky and I 
closet in conference. After a 
few amenities of asking about 
the children, we get down to 
serious 
business. 
Mrs. 
Ky 
wants to borrow 7.2 billion 
cups of sugar. Mrs. Ho wants 
4.9 million boxes of rice. I 
want any leftover terrorists to 
police demonstrations. 
Oh, yes, the captured Viet 
Cong. 
Obviously the m a n 


needs something to do besides 
attending MAP (Men Against 
Peace) meetings. Tomorrow 
he will be given a wife and 
12 Vietnamese war orphans.

press he is another war-re­ 
lated civilian casualty. 
Another c r i s i s . 
A man 
known to be a Soviet spy has 
been caught by my home­ 
town boys. 
“Oh, Mrs. Kosygin,” I 
say, ringing her. “Is it a 
practice in Russia for men 
to take vacations with wom­ 
en other than their wives?” 
Now that bit about the other 
woman is a lie but Mrs. Kosy­ 
gin understands. It is what 
the Russians call a “defen­ 
sive” weapon. 
Mrs. Kosygin asks for time 
to call the man’s wife and 
rings me back. She says I was 
right. The man had told his 
family he was going to Len­ 
ingrad on a business trip. If 
I would return him to his 
wife, she guarantees he will 
not be able to do that again. 
That is what a country 
terms a domestic upheaval. 
That is what we women call 
diplomacy. Anyway, that is 
what it would be if women 
ruled the world. 


aggressor — their excuse for 
extremism in Viet Nam — is 
soft-pedaled in the Middle 
East because the players are 
different. 


FOR ALL the sorrows and 
heartbreaks of the war in 
Viet Nam, it has been a war 
honorably pursued by the U.S. 
There has been no stirring of 
racial or ethnic hatreds, as 
occurred in Korea, in World 
War II and in many wars 
past. 


In the past, people had a 
crutch — a simplistic propa­ 
ganda formula — to lean on. 
They didn’t have to think 
about the war, only support it. 
This war is different. Per­ 
haps it has to be because 
the C o l d W a r itself has 
grown so multi-faceted. We 
don’t have any easy target 
to take on, like the previous 
wars’ “Nips” or “Chinks” 
or “Gooks” or “Krauts.” 


Even the term “Red” has 
lost meaning in this war where 
Red North Vietnamese are 
holding their breath against 
Red China’s “volunteer” ar­ 
my help and where the cur­ 
tain along the China-USSR 
border grows as tense as the 
Iron Curtain through central 
Europe. 


THIS ISN’T a popular war. 
Should war be “popular?” 
With the peaceniks becom­ 
ing more obnoxious in their 
expressions every passing day, 
the mass of people who gen­ 
erally support the war in Viet 
Nam grows impatient. I think 
we’re a little sick of people 
portraying 
our soldiers 
as 
butchers and burners of civil­ 
ians while the planned crimes 
against civilians in Saigon and 
elsewhere, by terrorists, are 
ignored. I think we’re sick of 
phony war crimes trials and 
the portrayal of our President 
as a criminal. And I think 
we’re sick to death of people 
who mix the banners of civil 
rights and ending the war. 


These people are the ones 
responsible for the huge pa­ 
rade recently in New York 
favoring the war. They will 
be responsible if war fever 
rises to the level it has in 
the past wars. 


And if they succeed in iden­ 
tifying anti-war agitation with 
civil rights, they will do a dis­ 
service the Negro will suffer 
from for decades. 


Laie, Order, and Orthodoxy 
A Message for Our Times

This column is not intend­ 
ed as a place for the review 
of motion pictures: but, a 
movie is now in Chicago which 
addresses itself very directly 
to the American scene. 
It is “A Man for All Sea­ 
sons,” a motion picture de­ 
pict in g the 
c o n f lic t of 
o n e m a n , 
Sir Thomas 
More, now a 
saint in the 
C a t h o l i c 
Church. If it 
were merely 
a statement 
in behalf of 
p r i b i l s k i 
Catholicism of the 16th cen­ 
tury, a depiction of More ver­ 
sus England’s Henry VHI, 
then the picture could be dis­ 
missed as a fine artistic pro­ 
duction though replete with 
Catholic propaganda. 
But it is not. Its author, 
Robert Bolt, whether a Catho­ 
lic or not, and I do not know, 
addresses himself to conserva­ 
tism, the American Civil Lib­ 
erties Union and the very 
foundations of western law— 
and in this, American law. 
EARLY IN the film, More 
speaks strongly in behalf of 
the need for the law, even law 
for the Devil. To protect him- 


self, to keep order and the 
orthodoxy needed for the best 
of western civilization, then 
even the Devil must be given 
an equal position under law. 
For without the law, the bend­ 
ing of the law to get the Devil, 
then where does the ordinary 
man stand?

Chaplin sought to find a way 
to cut off funds from Getty 
and thus shorten any means of 
appeal

Comr. George Dunne answer­ 
ed that if Getty were to be 
curtailed in appeals, then, in­ 
deed, Speck might go free. It 
is the law — the law to guar­ 
antee a man every avenue of 
defence. 
S O M E MAY think t h a t 
Dunne’s position is regretta­ 
ble. Chaplin came close to 
cussing in commenting upon 
Speck. 
Speck certainly holds th e 
position of the Devil in many 
people’s minds. Convicted of 
heinous crimes, people have 
no pity for him. Such a con­ 
victed murderer as Speck is 
hard to sympathize with. Im­ 


possible. 
But the law is there; it 
is there for Speck and for 
everyone. In these times, it 
is even there for the Amer­ 
ican Communist. Though as­ 
sailed, the law of this nation 
still stands. Many w o u l d 
bend the law to get this guy 
or that guy deemed the na­ 
tional Devil or the Devil of 
local society such as a crime 
syndicate boss. 
Once an Iranian communist 
at 
Northwestern 
University 
asked why doesn’t the United 
States, if it finds certain 
crime bosses repugnant, out­ 
law them; that is, pass a law 
saying such and such a per­ 
son is to be condemned, then 
condemn him. This is the way 
so many peoples and govern­ 
ments overseas operate, and it 
works to the best interests of 
the “people” and “the state.” 
Now, on one hand in this 
country we have one side, a 
group, so often the ACLU, 
defending the Devil; and on 
the other hand, we have the 
national body condemning the 
Devil. It might be a James 
Hofa or a Stokely Carmi­ 
chael cast as the Devil. But,

as “A Man for All Seasons” 
shows, unless they are pro­ 
tected, then where is the pro­ 
tection for the ordinary guy. 
In the past, we’ve had ex­ 
amples of the ordinary guy, 


cither for lack of funds or wit, 
getting the royal rush and the 
hangman’s noose. Let’s hope 
cases are few where a man 
was not protected until the ul­ 
timate tribunal, in justice, 
ruled.

THE FAIR managers always 
state (perhaps correctly) that 
you cannot compare the Illinois 
State Fair with those in other 
states. As for the loss of money, 
they suggest (perhaps correctly) 
that the other states have a dif­ 
ferent 
bookkeeping s y s t e m . 
They also claim—with little log­ 
ic—that the fair is responsible 
for much of the income from the 
race tracks. 
I felt that the least we could 


do was to ask the State Fair 
Advisory Board to meet every 
two months to keep a check on 
things and to report annually to 
the legislature. I introduced a 
bill to do that. The fair manager 
thought this was a very bad 
idea, so he lobbied against it 
and killed it. 
Most of us who do any looking 
into the matter at all are con­ 
vinced that money can be sav­ 
ed, or at least that we ought to 
check into that possibility more 
thoroughly. 
But as soon as this is suggest­ 
ed publicly we are accused of 
being anti-State Fair or anti- 
agricultural, neither of which is 
true. 
Fortunately 
some 
action 
is 
pending for a review of the sit­ 
uation by an existing state agen­ 
cy. 


BUT THOSE OF us who bring 
about a review will receive lit­ 
tle thanks—and some abuse. 
The tragedy is that there are 
so many real needs which are 
neglected,

may own the gun—or you may 
not.* ” 


ARRINGTON’S bill, S B. 1350, 
Breen called “preferable” but 
“not a good bill.” It would 
require issuance of a registra­ 
tion card for all guns owned, 
provided the applicant 
“can 
prove” he’s not a felon, dope 
addict or mental case, Breen 
asserted. 
Arrington’s companion bills 
S.B. 1351 and 1352, make it 
a crime for juveniles and felons 
to possess weapons and would 
establish 
gun 
handling 
pro­ 
grams for juveniles. 
Breen also argued against 
Congressional attempts to for­ 
bid mail order interstate sales 
of weapons. 
As a gun fancier, he said, 
he could purchase from only 
two or three area stores with 
limited stock at retail prices.

How To Brew Good Coffee

No matter how sticky your 
eyelids, if you are a coffee 
lover, the first whiff of its wide 
awake aroma usually can help 
you get out of bed. 
Throughout the years coffee 
has been perked, boiled, drip­ 
ped, steamed, filtered 
a n d 
steeped in an effort to find the 
most flavorful brew. However, 
no one perfect brew has been 
discovered to suit all tastes, 
and every year new coffeemak- 
ers are patented to help satis­ 
fy those in search of it. 
AMERICANS. AMONG t h e 
most enthusiastic coffee drink­ 
ers in the world, are known to 
prefer three methods of mak­ 
ing coffee: drip, vacuum and 
percolator. 
You may have a tried and 
true method and a brand of 
coffee you prefer, but other 
homemakers may enjoy chal­ 
lenging their taste buds by oc­ 
casionally changing brands and 
method of brewing. 
ONE OF THE newer ways 
of making coffee is with The 
Coffee-Cone, approved by The 
Coffee Brewing Institute, Inc. 
The 2-to-8-cup plastic coffee- 
cone is packaged with 12 filters 
and a range-top glass carafe 
and electric warmer for $5.98 
at 
housewares 
departments. 


The filter is a required part of 
preparing coffee this way, and 
150 additional filters can be 
purchased for $2.98. 
This method of preparing fil­ 
tered drip coffee is delicious­ 
ly clear with absolutely no bit­ 
ter or over-cooked flavor. You 
should expect to pay a little 
more for each cup of coffee, 
however, as the filter papers 
do add to the overall cost. 
THE CUP ’r Two size coffee- 
cone when placed over cup or 
mug is convenient 
for that 
quick cup of coffee. The filter 
paper is inserted in the cone, 
coffee grounds added and hot 
water poured over it, and 
voila! you have a fragrant cup 
of real coffee in one minute. 
The Cup ’r Two coffee-cone 
with 12 filters costs $1 and is 
manufactured by David Doug­ 
las and Co., Inc. 
lf you want to go all out 
when you serve your after 
dinner caffe, a unique 6-spigot 
electric pot for making cappuc­ 
cino coffee is manufactured by 
Hammacher Schlemmer f o r 
$200. 
EXPERTS FROM the Coffee 
Brewing Center of the P a n 
American Coffee Bureau say 
that brewing good coffee has 
been reduced to a science. A 
simple formula and a few* basic 
rules should suffice to produce 


good coffee no matter what 
method brewing you prefer. 
First, they advise that your 
coffeemaker should be easy to 
clean and a size to fit its use 
as coffeemakers operate best 
at three-quarters to full capaci­ 
ty. 
It’s all right to choose your 
favorite brand or blend as long 
as you select the correct grind 
for your pot. 
THE BUREAU cautions that 
it is very important to use 
proper proportion of coffee to 
water, and suggests that two 
level tablespoons to six ounces 
of water is best. Start with 
cold, fresh water as hot water 
has a tendency to be flat and 
stale, they advise. 
Steeping time is critical in 
obtaining good taste, and if you 
do not have an automatic cof­ 
feemaker, the Bureau suggests 
that after the boiling water is 
added, drip coffee should be 
ready in from four to six min­ 
utes depending on the number 
of cups. Two to four minutes 
steeping time is all that is re­ 
quired in vacuum pots, 
and 
percolators require six to eight 
minutes. 
THE COFFEE Bureau thinks 
that coffee is at its most fla­ 
vorful when served immediate­ 
ly, and should be held at serv­ 
ing temperature no longer than 


one hour, and never boiled nor 
reheated! 
You are further advised to 
buy coffee only in quantities 
that can be used in one week’s 
time as the aromatic oils dis­ 
appear quickly. 
Mrs. Fred Van Riet, 622 S. 
George St., Mount Prospect, an 
area homemaker - receptionist 
of Scandinavian descent, brews 
her daily coffee in an auto­ 
matic electric stainless-s t e e I 
percolator with a wide-mouthed 
spout. 
WHEN COMPANY is com­ 
ing, however, she uses a Scan­ 
dinavian recipe for “egg” cof­ 
fee. The coffee grounds 
are 
mixed 
with 
one 
whole 
egg 
(some prefer just the white), 
then added to water boiling in 
a large white enameled coffee 
pot. When this solution returns 
to a boil, a small amount of 
cold water is added to settle 
the grounds, and coffee with 
an “extra” flavor soon is rea­ 
dy to serve to appreciative 
guests. 
A Bensenville homemaker, 
Mrs. John L e v e e n, 4N208 
Ridgewood Ave. prefers using 
the Filtron Coffee Maker for 
making cold water coffee ex­ 
tract. This 
12-hour process, 
which removes rancid oils that 
reportedly can cause indiges­ 
tion, requires 40 ounces of wa­ 


ter to one pound of coffee. The 
resultant cold water coffee ex­ 
tract is stored in the refrigera­ 
tor and when coffee is desired, 
you add one ounce extract to 
one cup of boiling water. 


THOUGH MRS. Leveen has 
owned her Filtron Coffee Mak­ 
er for many years, there is 
now available a plastic and 
glass unit for approximately 
$25. 
The Coffee party has become 
so popular in the northwest 
suburbs that it is becoming a 
tradition. Largely replacing the 
formal tea, coffees are held at 
all hours of the day. . .or night, 
and can be as elaborate or in­ 
formal as the hostess wishes. 
Coffees are given to welcome 
new neighbors, to bid farewell 
to those leaving, for baby and 
bridal showers, birthdays and 
anniversaries, or for just a 
spur-of-the-moment break i n 
routine. 
EVERY HOSTESS has her 
favorite way of making coffee, 
but the most popular way in 
the suburbs appears to be the 
automatic electric percolator, 
which comes in varying sizes. 
And if you want that coffee 
mill flavor, your supermarkets 
will provide you with your very 
own coffee beans, ground to 
your own specifications. 
On Adapting to the Menopause 


Planning for a woman’s fu­ 
ture and understanding clearly 
what is happening to her are 
apt to be the most p o t e n t 
medicines for the ilks of the 
menopause. 
This is the message Drs. 
Elizabeth B. Connell, assistant 
professor of the New York 
Medical College, and Eugene 
J. Slowinski, chairman of ob­ 
stetrics 
and 
gynecology 
at 
Creighton University in Oma­ 
ha, Neb., brought to colleagues 
attending 
a 
recent 
medical 
meeting in Washington, D. C. 
Defining the menopause as a 
biological change in women re­ 
quiring social and psychologi­ 
cal adaptability, Dr. Connell 
pointed out that the age at 
which menopause occurs i s 
advancing, beginning generally 
at about 45 and ending at about 
50. 


AS DR. SLOWINSKI c o m ­ 
mented, “It couldn’t happen 


at a worse time in a woman’s 
life: She’s often raising teen­ 
agers; 
her husband is too 
busy to give her emotional 
support; she’s just beginning 
to have health problems.” 
About 15 to 20 per cent of all 
women sail through the meno­ 
pause with virtually no symp­ 
toms, according to Dr. Connell, 
and a small number experi­ 
ence really severe symptoms. 
Most of womankind is trou­ 
bled, 
intermittently, by hot 
flush and flashes, weight gain, 
weight 
redistribution, 
abnor­ 
mally p r o f u s e or irregular 
menstruation, headaches, cry­ 
ing spells, palpitations, mem­ 
ory impairment. Of course, 
not all women suffer all these 
problems. 
AS THOUGH these were not 
trouble enough, women begin 
to worry about their health at 
about this time. They know, in 
this age of instant and con­ 
stant 
communication, 
t h a t 


cancer, heart disease, arthritis 
and other ills strike older peo­ 
ple. 
Sex becomes worrisome to 
many w o m e n at this time. 
Facing a few wrinkles and a 
thickening waist, they wonder 
whether they will continue to 
be sexually attractive. 
Sexual interest, Drs. Connell 
and Slowinski agreed, doesn t 
diminish, but it does begin to 
worry the menopausal woman. 
Some, no l o n g e r fearing 
pregnancy, find sex more at­ 
tractive. 
Others, 
associating 
sex only with 
reproduction, 
worry over the propriety of sex 
relations w h e n the reproduc­ 
tive function is over. 
BOTH PHYSICIANS agreed 
that hormonal therapy as well 
as other 
palliative 
therapy 
may be helpful to some women 
for some of their problems. 
But there is no panacea, they 
pointed out. 


As important, according to 
Dr. Slowinski, is educating the 
woman about menopause. Rec­ 
ognizing the fears about gen­ 
eral h e a l t h , he points out 
frankly how important it is, 
expecially at this point in a 
woman’s life, to maintain good 
health habits. 
He is reassuring about sex, 
explaining that recent research 
shows that women of meno­ 
pausal age can be sexually 
active for a b o u t 25 more 
years. 
“I GIVE my patients up­ 
dated facts of life,” he said. 
Since w e i g h t is indeed a 
problem 
at menopause, 
he 
places women on appropriate 
diets and urges regular exer­ 
cise. The rubber tire where the 
waist used to be is not inevi­ 
table. 
A vital therapy is to map out 
a plan for the woman’s future. 
Although it is true she can no 


longer hope to look like a teen­ 
age model, the mature woman 
does have insights that can be 
of great help to her community 
at this time of rapid social 
c h a n g e , the physician ob­ 
served. If she develops her 
interests and skills she may 
have more to offer more peo­ 
ple than at any other point in 
her life. 
HE ALSO emphasizes the 
continued importance of good 
grooming and, if his patients 
are 
middle-class 
w o m e n , 
urges them to become savvy 
about finances since they will 
p r o b a b l y outlive their hus­ 
bands and be responsible for 
their financial health. 
“While it is by no means 
easy to move from the Pepsi 
generation to the Geritol gen­ 
eration,” the doctor observed, 
“I urge my patients to learn 
how to grow old gracefully and 
beautifully.”

The Unwed Mother-Part 3 
Booth Hospital: Haven for the Unmarried

The high school girl in the 
corridors of Booth Memorial 
Hospital walked with a slower 
step than most teenagers be­ 
cause she was pregnant. 
As she w a d d l e d heavily 
through the halls, she sang 
softly to herself, as young girls 
do. The song had a haunting 
irony. 
“Because of you, there’s a 
song in ray heart, Because of 
you, my r o m a n c e had its 
start . . . ” 
GIRLS COME to the Salva­ 
tion Army’s Booth Memorial 
H o s p i t a l 
for 
unmarried 
mothers from every economic 
and social group in the Chicago 
area. W i t h i n the last 12 
months, 24 girls from Pad­ 
dock area suburbs were cared 
for at Booth. 
The girls come by them­ 
selves or are brought by par­ 
ents, social workers, ministers 
or friends. 
Brig. Ruth Johnson, director 
of the hospital, says the girls 
come to B o o t h “tense and 
nervous.” They have not been 
eating well, and there is usual­ 


ly conflict in their homes. 
’ BOOTH ACCEPTS e v e r y 
girl, regardless of race or re­ 
ligion, and tries to protect her 
until she is delivered and ar­ 
rangements are made for her 
baby’s future. 
There are 50 girls at Booth 
now, and as the tense girl joins 
them she can at least be com­ 
forted by the fact that she is 
not alone in her troubles. 
Booth accepts the girls as 
soon as it becomes necessary 
to get them away from their 
environment. Expansion a n d 
remodeling are now going on 
at the hospital in order to ac­ 
commodate more girls. 
IN 1966. 239 girls were cared 
for and 459 were given out­ 
patient service, but not admit­ 
ted. H o w e v e r , because of 
space limitations, 19 girls who 
needed help had to be turned 
away. The remodeling now in 
progress will increase Booth’s 
capacity from 50 to 70 girls. 
Booth Hospital is the only 
facility in the area caring for 
girls completely, from the day 
they come to the door, through 
their pregnancy and delivery, 
until the day they leave—usu­ 
ally without their baby. 
Of the girls who deliver at 
Booth, 83 per cent give their 


babies up for adoption, six per 
cent make temporary arrange­ 
ments which usually result in 
adoption, and ll per cent keep 
the child. 
THE N U M B E R of high 
school classes being conducted 
at Booth gives an indication of 
the age of the girls admitted. 
The majority of the girls are 
between 15 and 20 years of 
age, and a downward age 
trend has been noted by Booth 
authorities. Elementary classes 
are conducted for the 12- and 
13-year-olds. Of the 50 girls, 
30 are usually school girls. 
The girls live in dormitories 
of IO and in 4 and 2-bedrooms. 
A few private rooms are avail­ 
able, but it has been found that 
the girls are usually happier 
when they 
are together in 
rooms. 
BOOTH TRIES to help the 
unwed 
father 
by counseling 
whenever 
possible, 
although 
some of the men. especially 
the older married ones, want 
nothing to do with the girl. 
Sometimes the young man 
wants to help, and he is al­ 
lowed to give financial assist­ 
ance either to the hospital or 
directly to the girl. 
Brig. Johnson says that it is 
the general policy of the hos­ 


pital to restrict meetings be­ 
tween the girls and the fathers 
of their babies because these 
meetings can sometimes be 
upsetting for the girls. How­ 
ever, telephone calls and let­ 
ters are allowed, and in, cer­ 
tain cases the fathers are per­ 
mitted to visit the girls on a 
limited basis. 


PARENTS ARE encouraged 
to visit the girls and give as 
much support as they can. 
Visiting hours are on Sunday, 
and many parents take the 
girls out for the afternoon visit 
to their home or to a restau­ 
rant. 
Part of Booth’s counseling is 
directed toward the girl’s par­ 
ents who are often in a state 
of shock over what has hap­ 
pened to their daughter. Pa­ 
rental reactions range from 
condemnation of the girl to 
overwhelming guilt feelings. 
Some parents state firmly 
that the girl can never bring 
her baby home while others 
insist they want to raise the 
child as their own. Counselors 
talk to them, trying to help 
them reach a realistic ap­ 
praisal of the whole situation. 


AUTHORITIES at Booth feel 
a responsibility for the welfare 


of the girls, so certain restric­ 
tions are necessarily placed 
on their outside activities. In 
the afternoons, girls are per­ 
mitted to walk around the 
hospital neighborhood, and the 
older girls are allowed out for 
an hour in the evening. 
Brig. Johnson says the girls 
are kept busy for purposes of 
both m e n t a l and physical 
health. In the morning, the 
younger girls attend classes 
t a u g h t by certified public 
school teachers. While they 
are in class the older girls 
work in the kitchen, in the 
laundry and in general clean­ 
up activities. 
THE GIRL’S afternoons are 
filled with handicraft activi­ 
ties, visits to the beauty par­ 
lor in the hospital, meetings 
with social workers who try 
to counsel and help them plan 
for the future, and regular 
clinic check-ups. 
In the evening there are 
television and sometimes, par­ 
ties in the recreation room. A 
service is held every Sunday 
in the Booth chapel. Ministers, 
priests and rabbis visit the 
girls when their presence is 
requested.

Dill Pickle Adds Surprise Taste 
To These Stuffed Beef Rolls

When Edeltraud and Joseph Dillman left Frankfort, Ger­ 
many, 13 years ago to make a new home for themselves in 
America, Mrs. Dillman brought with her one of a good cook's 
prize possessions — her cook books containing favorite recipes. 


Not only has her family continued to enjoy these German 
specialties, but several of them have delighted dinner guests at 
the Dillman home. 
One that is a particular fa­ 
vorite of the Dillmans’ son, 
Thomas, and that has made a 
big hit with friends is Rou­ 
laden, or stuffed beef rolls. 


EDELTRAUD 
uses thinly- 
sliced sandwich steaks for this 
recipe, 
spreads 
them 
with 
mustard and rolls them up 
with a dill pickle, bacon bits 
and chopped onion tucked in­ 
side. Coated with flour and 
browned 
in butter, the beef 
rolls are then simmered. A 
gravy is made with the pan 
liquid to serve over mashed 
or boiled potatoes. 
These Rouladen are very 
tender and tasty, and the dill 
pickle adds a little surprise as 
well as a special flavor to this 
delicious dish. 
“This recipe is quite common 
in Germany, as well as the 
Rotkraut (red cabbage) which 


traud said. 
SHE SAUTEES the shredded 
cabbage in hot lard first, adds 
water and chopped apple, sea­ 
sons the cabbage with bay 
leaf, cloves, vinegar, sugar 
and nutmeg, and cooks it un­ 
til done.

Add egg and mix together with a fork and then 
your hands to make a soft dough. 
Roll 2/3 of the dough into a circle to line the bottom of 
an 8-inch spring form pan.

The grandifloras are large 
clustered flowers produced on 
large bushes. It is possible for 
some varieties to reach five or 
six feet in one season. Under 
ideal conditions the grandiflora 
type of rose could produce a 
summer hedge in one season. 
Of course such a hedge would 
be useless in fall, winter and 
spring. Some excellent exam­ 
ples of grandifloras include 
Queen Elizabeth, a pink rose 
and Montezuma an orange rose. 
Miniature roses have come 
into prominence only in the 
last IO years. In fact the 
American Rose Society lists 
only about 60 varieties. The 
miniature has come into its 
own because it is inexpensive, 
easy to grow, and takes but a 
minimum of space. If it has 
full sun the miniature rose can 
be grown in tubs or flower 
boxes. All it needs is about 12 
inches 
between 
each 
plant. 
They can also be used as an 
edging or around a bed of | 
standard sized roses. 
SPECIAL CARE includes con­ 
stant watering to insure a con­ 
stant moisture supply and a 


regular spray program along 
with the standard rose varieties. 
Miniature roses appear to be 
resistant to black spot but 
quite susceptible to mildew. 
Interesting varieties of min­ 
iatures include white cinderella, 
yellow baby gold star, and red 
imp, a dark red rose. 
All roses should be about 
ready for their second feeding 
now. Use a heaping tablespoon­ 
ful of fertilizer to each stand­ 
ard sized shrub. 
Miniatures 
should receive a scant tea­ 
spoonful. Formulas such as 5- 
10-5, 4-8-4, or 4-8-6, or similar 
analysis will give good growth. 
Spread 
the fertilizer evenly 
around the plants and scratch 
it into the soil surface and 
water. A common mistake is to 
place the fertilizer too far out 
from the crown. Keep it within 
a six-inch circle from the cen­ 
ter of the plant. 
The next and final fertiliza­ 
tion should be made not after 
July 15. Late summer fertiliza­ 
tion produces soft growth that 
does not mature before winter. 
The result is an unusual amount 
of winter die back.
